He paid a glowing tri- 
bute to Dr. Uarrison’s genius and bis ‘'resistiess 
eloguence.”’ He said he had always loved Dr. 
Harrison and had supposed unti; 
he spoke the day before Dr. Harrison 
still felt the same friendship for him. He ex- 
pected ever to give Dr. Harrison a warm place in 
his own heart and wou'd cherish him as hereto- 
fore, and he said, ‘‘God bless him in bis new field 
of labor. [Applause } 

He repiied tothe speech of Mr. T L. Mellen, 
of Mississippi, in which his business conduct had 
veep criticised.

It was the reception of 
the fraternai del: g.\tes from the African Metho- 
dist Episcopal church—Rey WJ Giines and Kev 
Wm D Johnson. 

The delegates were cordially received py 
Bishop McTyeire, who introduced them to the 
other bishops, Their credentials {rom the bish- 
ops of their church were presented and recorded. 
They were introduced to the conference and 
were received by standing demonstration by the 
conference standing 

Mr Gaines first spoke. He gave the roasons 
why his church had set up an independent exist- 
enve in 1465. He said nis church, with its 400,000 
members and six bishops, loved tre ‘Methodis, 
church, south. He made a strong and eloquent 
appeal for the churcb he represented. His 
speech owas fall of sympathetic _ feel- 
ing and was remarkable for 
its humor and that peculiar eloquence which 
marks the oratory of his race. The speech was 
heard with great pleasure, and was interrupted 
by frequent applause from the whole house: 
The speaker had @ very imposing presence, and 
a voice of singu!ar richness and power wel! 
trained. Every utterance betokened the confi«- 
denc?2 of the colored people in their old masters, 
and the ardent desire that the best feeling should 
exist between them. The effect of the speech 
Was very remarkable, aud its utterances coul : 
be read with profit by both white and colored 
people in the south. 

At the conclusion of the remarksof Mr. Gaines, 
Bishop McTyiere int o tuced Rev. W. D Johnson, 
who delivered an addrers that was 

TRULY KEMARKABLE 

for ita deep thoughts, its beauty of expression,® 
and its peculiar and powerful eloquence. Ags a 
literary production, it would do credit to any 

doctor of divinity, while it produced such effects 

on all who heard it as to stamp it asa rare effort 
of oratory. We hope to give it entire, not on'y 

for its literary merits, but for the wise counsel to 
the colored people which it contains, and the 

healthy philosophy it offers for the basis of the 
true prosperity of both white and colored races. 

At ihe conclusion of his remarks, the speaker 

paid a beautifal tribuie to Bishop Marvin’s mem- 

ory, and he left the audience deep!'y affected. 

“When that illustrious day shall rise,’ was 
spontaneous|y sung at the end of the spcech, and 
then Bishop McTyiere rezponded io his happy, 
easy #'yle assuring the colored preachers that the 
white people of the south have for them nothing 
but tbe best sentimen's of love and confidence. 

The episode was greatly enjoyed, and will not 
be forgotten 

Confereuce then adjourned to 3:30 o clock p. 
m., with the aoe and the benediction. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Conference was called to order at 
3:50 o’clock by Bishop McTyiere. 

The openi: g divine services were conducted by 
Rev «. A. Yates, of North Carolina. 

The minutes of the morning session were read 
and approved. 

Bishop Kener took the chair. 

Leave of absence was granted G. C Robbins, 
of North Crrolin», on account of sickness. 

THE UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
was taken up, and Dr. A. H. Redford resumed 
the address which was interrupted by the special 
order of the morning. 

Dr. Redford continued hia review and justifi-a- 
tion of his career as the agent of the church in 
managing tbe publishin ; house at Nashville. He 
gave figures and facts to show that he bad not 
only couduced the business of the bhou-e 
on business priaciples, but had la- 
bored most assiduously to help 
the weak resources of the house, and that he 
frequently made great persouai sacrifices for the 
good of the church in its publishing house He 
admitted errors in policy, but claimed that they 
were only such asthe best business men wouid 
likely have fallen into. Most of his operations 
he said, were provea by fac:s to have been rex 
markably succes-ful. 

He protested against the imposition of the 
whole burden of the failure on him. He said 
he thought the church should bear part of the 
blame. 

He concluded by stating that no matter who 
might take charge of the house, he and his 
friends would give to him their cordial support, 
their sympathies and their prayers. 

At the conclusion of Dr Redford’s remarks, 
Dr J B McFerrin rose toa question of privilege 
to speak on the allusions made to his connec- 
tion with the publishing house. 

He commented on the review of Dr. Redford’s 
mana. ment asstated by himself. He admitted 
‘hate. Redford had bad a hard timein his 
cftorts to manage the house. Ha denied that his 
book, “The History of Methodism in Teunes- 
see,”” had be2n published on as advantageous 
terme as Dr R>eiford had published a book of 
hisown, and showed the difference: How Dr 
Redford had been groatly benefitted end he had 
lost by the manner of publication of his book. 
He gaid be was in a good humor, and hated no- 
body. He had foreseen these troub'e coming, 
and had warned the bishops and Dr Redford of 
their approach. H3 offzred a paper to show that 
his book had not been published on the same 
terms as Dr. Redford’s own. 

B Craven objected to the reading of the paper 
as irrelevant,but the paper was ordered read and 
was read by Dr Haygood, the assistant secretary. 
It showed the figures from the accounts of the 
publishing house as to exactly how Dr McFer- 
rins’ book had been published. 

Dr Redford asked Dr: McFerrin if he meant to 
say that he had made $200 000 the first four years 
of his management. 

Dr McFerrin said he might be mistaken as to 
the exact figures. 

W H Potter said he feared the report 
which was being considered was impe riect, and 
he moved an amendment to the report. He said 
there was nothing in the report to pledge the 
church to the payment of a debt.

OVERTAKEN BY A BULLET, 


Shocking Tragedy in South Carolina 
—Elopewent of an old Man of Seven, 
ty and a Girl of Twenty— Subse- 
quent Killing of the Former by the 
Young Woman’s Father. 


-Wavaatia, C. H.,°S.C., May 22. — 
This little village was thrown intoa 
furor of excitement to-day, by a high- 
ly sensational elopement and the sub- 
sequent killing of one of the rnnaways. 
For several month Col. Budd, an cld 
man upward of seventy years,( in his 
youngar days a prominent politician of 
Alabama), had been devoted in his ats 
tentions to Miss Ida Bruhneil, a bloom- 
ing aud beautiful daughter of a well-to- 
do farmer in this county, living about 
forty miles east of this village. Ida was 
only twenty, and had recently gradu-~ 
ated ata northern female seminary. The 
girl’s father,who is a staunch old demo- 
crat, objected to the attentions shown 
his daughter by her aged, but »rdent 
admirer, more on account of his politi- 
cal faith than because of any disparity 
in the ages of the lovers or Mr. Budd’s 
social position. 

Night before last the lovers deter- 
mined to consummate their happiness 
by immediate mirriage. To avoid the 
wrath of the giri’s fatner, Budd propo- 
sed an elopement, which was readily 
acceded to by the girl, who, strange to 
tell, was madly infatuated with her 
aged betrothed. That night a pair of 
saddied horses were wailing at the 
Bruhneil mansion, and at the witching 
hour of midnight, Badd and his bride 
elect, accompauied by a male friend, 
were galloping away at break neck 
speed in the direction of the Tennessee 
line, in which state the ceremony was 
to take place. All would have gone 
well but for the perfify ofthe giri’s 
waiting maid, to whom she contided 
her plans. “As s90n asthe eloping 
couple were on the way, this negro gir] 
informed her master cf what had taken 
place. Bruhneil had a horse saddied, 
and, armed himself with a double bar~ 
reled shot gun, and wentin hot pur- 
suit of the fleeing lovers. 

About one o’clock yesterday morning 
he overtook them neara place called 
Fordham Crossing, and hailed Budd, 
warnirg him thatif he did not stop 
and give up his daughter that he 
would kill him. The approach of the 
father only made the eloping party 
more anx ous to push forward. Budd 
pressed on, and when the party at- 
tempted to cross Fordham creek the 
father reached the brow of the hill, 
fired at Budd, striking him in the left 
shoulder and killing him instantly. 

The gi1] was taken in charge by hey 
father, carried back to her home and 
put in charge of her mother, and by 
dayiight the murderer had fled the 
country, whither no one knows.

Senater Lamar Oceupies the Day 
with the Texas Vacifie—The Potter 
Investigation Extended.

THE SENATE. 
WasHinctow, May 22.—Mr. Davis, 
of West Virginia, called up the resolu- 
tion submitted by him a few days ago, 
authorizing the select committee ap- 
ointed to investigate the reports of the 
ooks and accounts of the treasury 
department, to continue its investiga- 
tion, and sit during the recess of the 
penate, which led to extended discus- 
sions. 

After the morning hour the regular 
order was laid aside, and Senator La- 
mar proceeded to address the .enate 
on the Texas Pacific road. Hespoke 
of the great importance of the work, 
and ae the company had already 
completed +45 miles of the road, which 
was doing valuable service in develop- 
ing the country through which it pase- 
ed. The length of the road to be con- 
structed is 1,400 miles, and the 
amount of bonds to be’ issued could 
not exceed thirty-two million dollars, 
while the amount of interest to be 
ynaranteed by the x vernment couid 
not exceed, in rou.d pumbera, two 


‘millions of dollars per annum. 


The friends of t'e bill advocated its 
passage to comp'eie a part of a greet 
railway system, connecttag the Avlan- 
ticand P.cificocean. ‘The construction 
of the road will open new and valuab.e 
markets for our surplus produc's, aad 
the advantages to the government and 
the people to be derived from the road 
would be ample compensation for the 
aid now asked. He argues that the 
government would be secured for aid 
extension by mortgage on the entire 
road, by all earnings of the road and 
by all dues from the government for 
transportation of mails, military sup- 
plies and troops. He then spoke of 
objections to the bill, and 
suid the single question before the 
senate was, whether the government 
wuuld spend two millions of dollars 
annually for the purpose of construct- 
ing this road, the value of which could 
not be measured in dollars. The amount 
asked was not half that appropriated 
anaoually for rivers and barbors. It was 
not a& much asthe government spent 
before the war for mail transportation 
alone, to the Pacitic coast, and that was 
at atime when we had buat 32,000,000 
of people, and the postal demands of 
the country were not what they are 
now. It was not a fair statement of 
this committee to say that the 
passage of this bill committed the gov~ 
ernment toa great debt. Take the ap- 
propriations for the army for the next 
titty years. Were they regarded now as 
a debt? They brought no remunera- 
tion ; but 1n the case of the road the 
government became the creditor of the 
road. Keferring to the Pacific states 
and territories, he said the sudden ac- 
quisition of our Pacificempire wasa re- 
markable epoch in the political history 
of this country. Some of the other 
statesmen i¢z.;ded the event with an 
enthusiastic !ecling and others were 
dejected. iiv then quoted from 
the speech Mr. Webster on 
this subject to the effect 
that. it was impossible for this vast 
empire to be integrated into our polit- 
icalsystem. Mr. Lamar next referred 
to the views entertained on this sub» 
ject by W. H. Seward, John P. Hale 
and other statesmen, and said that it 
was held that to maintain a hold on that 
western empire it should be connected 
with the Atlantic by a series of rail- 
roads which no private euterprise could 
accomplish, but must be done by the 
federal government. He then spoke of 
a bill introduced in the house in 1852 
by Mr. Rush, of Texas, and said it was 
defeated by those who at that 
time doubted the constitutional power 
of the government to construct the 
road. Had it not been for those con- 
atitutional objects a railroad would 
now be running on that very route. He 
argued that there were no constitutional 
grounds against the government in con- 
struction Of the road, and read letters 
of Kk. M. T. Hunter, of Virginia, who 
formerly offered a bill on constitutional 
grounds, states that he still retained 
these views, but in many respects they 
had been modified by experience and 
results of war. He next referred to 
grants to other Pacific railroads, and 
said to the No:ther Pacific the govern- 
ment had given a land grant of 
47,000 acres, to the Union Pacific, and 
the Ceutral Pacific it had given 50,000,- 
000 acres of luud and its bonds toa pro- 
digious amount, and aid to the Texas 
Pacific was but 18,000 acres of land. He 
said the people of the south had already 
invested a million dollars in the road, 
and built 445 miles,*but they were un- 
able to buiid more. The legislature of 
every state in the south had passed 
resolutions favoring government aid in 
the construction of the road. 

He spoke of the advantages of soil 
and climate in the south, and argued 
that the cost of living there was cheap, 
and taxation every year was growing 
less burdensome, Throughout her ter 
ritory were great rivers which neither 
froze up in the winter nor dried up in 
summer, and could turn her spindles 
all the year round. The southern states 
had but a small portion of their cotton 
lands under cultivation; they could 
clothe the whole world. The markets 
of China, Japan and otber eastern 
countries presented greater advan 
tages to us, and with the construc: 
tion of the Texas Pacific road we would 
be brought in more intimete relations 
with those countries. He was satisfied 
that the construction’ of the 
Texas Pacific ro would 
be prompt and most _ efficient 
means tor the development ofsouth- 
ern commerce and agriculture. He 
spoke of labor tr ubles in the country, 
and said what we vevicd was the in~ 
auguration of new enterprises to em- 
ploy labor. In conclusion he appealed 
to the senators of the New England 
state. especially, to support the meas- 
ure as a move of national importance 
in the interest of the whole. American 
people, 

Mr. Johnston of Virginia, gave no- 
tice that he would address the senate 
on this bill, but was not prepared to 
do so to-da;. 

The District of Columbia bill was 
discussed up to the time for executive 
session,

A NATIONAL DISAPPOINTMENT. 

Disappointments are always grievous 
but never more so than when encoun~ 
tered abroad in « forced abasement of 
national pride. Af home we are pleased 
to think ourselves a power of some im- 
portance and w believe that our pro- 
gress in all the arts of modern civiliza- 
tion is quite comparable to that of any 
other people. Few of our people know 
that in reality we are diplomatically but 
a second class power, but all the world 
knows that our official representations 
abroad in all other matters haye re 
sulted to our still greater disadvantage 
in classification. The past history of 
foreign international exhibitions 
where the United Statee have 
been represented tells but one contin- 
uous tale of our failures, While our 
display here is by all odds the best we 
have ever made abroad it still adds 
another chapter to the story of malx 
representation. 

Where is the fault? Itis not wholly 
to be found here. It reaches back to 
all the preliminaries and provisions for 
our appearance upon this scene,and in- 
cludes as firat causes things which are 
well known but unprofitale for further 
discussion. The effort here has been 
to make the most of what we haye and 
reap as small a harvest of discredit as 
possible. The eommissioner general, 
his aids and many of the exhibitors are 
working to this end with a zeal and en- 
ergy entitled tothe highest praise. The 
principal defects in our exhibit, when 
inily installed, will be noticeable in the 
want of quality and diversity of ob- 
j-cts, illustrative of the industries and 
productions of the country. It is this 
lack of agreement between the realty 
and the representation that I most de- 
plore end that will be most regretted 
by Americans.: 

When we enter upon the description 
of a place of interest it is not usual to 
say that we entered by the back gate or 
climbed over the fence. So, however 
much I would prefer to avoid the en- 
trance to the American section, | must 
needs conduc. my reader by that portal. 
Why wish to avoid it? Because it is 
the most absurd affair that one can 
imagine. But let me speak of it in 
proper order. 

NATIONAL FACADES. 


In the arrangement of their exhibi- 
tion the French placed all the foreign 
sections in one portion of the palace of 
the Champ de Mars with frontage upon 
one of the main avenues. The reason 
of this was explained in a ciYcular in 
viting the governments participating to 
erect upon this avenue facades repre-~ 
sentative of the characteristic architec- 
ture of the country. This invitatien 
was responded t» by all the countries 
represented, and their buildings are 
at once elegant and representative. 
Seeking to carry out this request of the 
French overnment, Commissioner 
General McCormick looked about for a 
enitable American architect to erect a 
facade for our section. With the cen- 
tennial fresh in view, he hnnted for 
Mr. Petitt, the erchitect who planzed 
those buildings. Finding tbat he was 
off upon a European tour, the commis- 
sioner géneral deemed the fact a sort of 
fore-ordination tbat Petitt should be so 
accessible. He at once wrote to the 
yentieman, and the letter overtook bim 
in Eyypt. Of course, such a command 
was not to be disregarded, and Mr. P. 
at once responded im person at Paris. 
He entered upon his duties and made 
his drawings and contracts. For three 
months his work has been in progress. 
U pon our arrival here the building was 
all surrounded by the seaffolding and, 
aithough the prospect was not at all 
gratifying, it was yet deemed too early 
to form a judgment upon the lord en- 
semble of tne affair. 

“WHAT Is IT?” 

As the front took shape and grad» 
ualiy dawned upon the public I heard 
the above question asked, upon an av- 
erage, twenty times aday. Iwas pow 
erless to answer, and from none of my 
ueighbors could I elicit a conjecture. 

The building 1s wholly of wood, hav 
ing a lower story of four rooms and an 
upper story of two rooms and two ter- 
races. Above these is a tower of belfry 
appearance, in which is a circular open. 
ing for aclock. The place. of the fifth 
room on the lower floor is left open for 
an entrance to the department. The 
interior arrangements for office pur- 
poses are excelient, and I have no fault 
to find with this part of Mr. Petitt’s 
work. In this respect his patent has 
produced much more respectable fruit 
than appears in the costlier and more 
magnificent facades of our immediate 
neighbors. 


THE MOTIF 
of the design may be given as I drewit 
from the architect. As we have no 
characteristic style of architecture in 
America, Mr. Petitt undertook to make 
a front of wood, entireiy novel in 
France,and to give it the features which 
distinguish the summer pavilions of 
Newport. The front contains sixteen 
panels, in which he designed placing 
the escutcheons of the thirteen origi- 
nal states of the union, one of the 
District of Columbia and two bearing 
the national arms. A cornice of shicids 
above was arranged to bear the names 
of the states subsequently admitted 
into the union. The front is painted a 
brownish yellow, with darker trim- 
mings, @ combination called by Mr. 
Petill ‘‘the marriage of colors.” 

A FRAUD ON ITS FACE. 

The affair is now measurably com- 
pleted and wears a better appearance 
ted, but it is 
wholly an abortion and excites ridicule 
from all who look upon it and know | 
anything of the principles of architec- 
tural consfruction. e shields ani 
decorations generally are of a bizarre 
and extravagant character, frightfally 
out of keepi with the sobernese of 
the front in other particulars. Before 
the decorations were put upon it the 
Freuch papers contented themselves 
with a discussion as to whether it was 
intended to represent “a rural railroad 
depot” or the “entrance to a dock,” 
but since the shields and red paint has 
been added lam not astonished at the 
unanimity with which they agree in| 
a it a “‘peer-booth at a country 
air.’ 

So far as the Newport idea is con- 
cerned I am assured by old frequenters 
of that noted village that nothing like 
this affair was ever seen there, even in 
picture books. It is but justice also 
to say that none of the pl2ns or speci~ 
fications for this facade, or ite decora- 
tions was submitted to the commis 
sioner general. The wtole affair wae 
near its completion before he arrived 
in Paris. He is not at all satisfied with 
the work, and since his arrival has di- 
rected several saving changes.

Theclover 
has been cut and cured and hauled 
homeée-—all except a little that was over- 
took by a rain and damaged. I could 
have saved it but our preacher would- 
ent let me haulit up on Sunday. When 


[told him about that steer that fell in 


the ditch he said I musent dig a ditch 
on Saturday just to git to. pnil a steer 
out of iton Sunday. Well, I owe him 
some clover, and I’ve a mind to bau! 
that tohim. Old Bro. Bagly always 
sets apart am acre of his best land for 
the church, and he works it well and 
gives the proceeds to the preacher. Last 
year he had itin wheat, and the rust 
cum along and ruined it. {But he made 
a good crop on his upland, and when 
the deacons axd him for some of that 
he said, “‘no sirree—that upland field 
was all mine.” 
We are not runnin cotton very much 
—only a small patch for the girls to 
pick out—about enuf to make a couple 
of bales, with the which they can buy 
a passel of ribbin and lace and a few 
cinnamon draps and other extras 
too tedious to mention.

Jeaso, ses J, but the boys is growin’ 
upand bime by they’ll begin to feel 
their oats and want to fly round a little 
and peruse the girls, and I want ‘em to 
go a conrtin’ decently.
